Tin: republican argument that a high 
tariff is necessary lo maintain "the 
nigh American wage" is shown up as a 
farce by the presence in several Ameri 
can manufacturing communities of 
agents of Canadian manufacturers, who 
are gathering figures to show that 
Panaris cannot compete against Ameri- 
can wages. The Canadians, for instance, 
are learning that men work in the steel 
mills twelve hours a day, and seven 
days a week for a dollar and a half a 
day. It is because they do not wish to 
compete against the cheap foreign im- 
migrant labor employed by the steel 
and other trusts that some of the Cana- 
dians are urging the defeat of recipro- 
city. And yet, the republican protect- 
ionists have argued all these years lhat 
the great danger lo American labor was 
the possibility that it might have lo 
compete with the cheap labor of other 
countries. The informal ion gathered 
by the Canadians knocks the legs from 
under that ancient contention, so far as 
Canada is concerned, at least.

SrEAKEU Clark plans to make good 
roads an issue of the next campaign. 
As a member of the Lincoln Memorial 
commission Mr. Clark is advocating the 
building of a great highway from Wash- 
ington to Gettysburg, "as the nucleus 
of a great system of national roads built 
by the government in co-operation with 
the States." The majority of the com- 
mission favors a marble arch in Wash- 
ington, which the speaker says would 
form a line meeting place for English 
sparrows, but which would not fit in 
with the practical character of the great 
Lincoln. The speaker has induced the 
president to defer action until legisla- 
tion can be passed permitting the build- 
ing or the road. He will then work for 
the adoption by the government of a 
national road building policy. 



That Attorney General Wickersham 
will become a campaign issue by 1912 
is regarded as certain by those look- 
ing ahead. Wickersham has permitted 
Taft lo be besmirched in the Pinchol 
and other matters. Wickersham was 
on the side of Ballinger against Pinchol 
jusl as he is at present against Dr.

OF HISTORY 



THE TRAGIC FATE OF 
MIRAL BYNQ.

Admiral John Byng of tha 
British navy, bungled a battle 
and was shot for it. In 1756 hs 
was sent with his squadron to 
protect a British station on the 
Island of Minorca, In the Med- 
iterranean. He cams to an en- 
gagement with the French fleet, 
but managed hla vessels very 
poorly, and the French were vic- 
torious. When news of the de- 
feat reached England there was 
a great outcry. The admiral' waa 
brought horns and tried by court 
martial. Tha court found him 
guilty of not having done his ut- 
most to win the battle, but ac- 
quitted him of cowardice and 
disaffection and recommend- 
ed him to mercy on that 
account. But there waa a 
law at that time which 
death for negligence 
oh tha part of an admiral, and 
the king decided not to Inter- 
fere with the verdict Byng, 
however, waa not without friends 
and defenders. Many people 
believed the government itself 
was at fault In not furnishing 
him with an adequate - equip- 
ment of men and ships, and 
made him a scape-goat for its 
own short -comings. His trial and 
execution made a deep Impres- 
sion on the public mind, and 
doubtless led to a modification 
of the law. The admiral met his 
death bravely, but It was need- 
less cruelty to shoot hr» on a 
ship he had formerly com-

The hiss of escaping steam, the 
bursting of the great boilers, the rend 
ing of the formidable Iron par's, the 
tearing and crashing and grinding ot 
twisted masses of steel are even in 
spiring in the terrible force which ac- 
companies them.
